E restored prosperity, who will con-

f his speeches in Ohio President Hayes 
elivered the annexed interesting state- 
ion ts touching our financial affairs dur- 
ng thegreat event of the period named: 


In reply to a resolution of the Senate 


he Secretary of the Treasury reported, 
n June last, a statement af the eipenses 
f the government'on account of tbe war 
f the rebellion, from July 1, 1861, to 
nne 30, 1879, inclusive. In that offi- 
ial report it is stated that the expendi- 
tures growing out of the war, after de- 
ucting all the expenses of the govcrn- 
.ent other than those for the war, hove 
mounted to the sotn of $6,189,929,- 
08 58. This great sum has all been 
aid in the last nineteen years, except 
ie present amount of the national debt, 
deducting the debt which still remains,
